SILVER REED EX-10 

The Silver Reed EX-10 is a small 2 x 9 x 
121/72" notebook-size typewriter that weighs 
less than seven pounds and fits into a brief- 
case. It is battery operated, types on plain or 
thermal paper and is about the same size and 
weight as the popular Brother EP-20 
typewriter. But, there's a big difference. 

The older Brother EP-20 model shapes its 
characters from a 7 x 5 dot matrix which is 
a block of 35 dots. The Silver Reed, however, 
uses a 16 x 5 dot matrix or 80 dots. The end 
result is better character formation and crisper 
looking letters, notes and memos because the 
dots overlap each other and look more like 
solid lines. But, there's more. 

The Silver Reed EX-10 types a clear impres- 
sion on regular bond paper. And its cartridge 
ribbons last longer and cost 35% less than 
the Brother— 19,000 characters per ribbon at 
a cost of only $3 each compared to 16,000 
characters and a $4 cost with the Brother unit. 

The Silver Reed was designed to expand 
into a computer printer with its RS-232 inter- 
face. You may never expand it into a printer, 
but the unit is built rugged—with heavy-duty 
components—for printer applications. If you 
never expand it into a printer, you get a solid, 
well-built tyoewriter—not a toy. 

If you do decide to use the EX-10 as a 
printer, you have the advantage of a 5 x 16 
dot matrix. JS&A will include in each carton 
further information about the EX-10’s expan- 
sion capabilities. 

We prefer the Silver Reed EX-10 over the 
Brother EP-20 or EP-22 models for two basic 
reasons—the print quality and the savings on 
supplies which will more than make up for its 
slightly higher price. 

The EX-10 has the self-correcting LCD

Weather Shock 


ast winter two major changes affected our 
lives and nobody noticed. This winter, watch out. 


Last winter was mild. In fact, it was the 
mildest winter in the last 50 years saving con- 
sumers 30% in fuel costs. 

At the same time in some places fuel costs 
were rising 30%. But nobody noticed. This 
year, however, changes in weather patterns 
and normal inflation will create an energy 
price shock unparalled since the oil embargo.

The 
savings can be dramatic because instead of 
heating your entire home, you heat only a 
room or two at a time. In fact, Popular Science 
magazine stated, "Savings can be spec- 
tacular: The most popular heaters use 
kerosene or electricity. Kerosene can be 
dangerous and electricity can be expensive. 

Yet, it’s incredible. Kerosene heaters are 
the hottest selling type of zone heater. Here's 
why. First, kerosene is one of the most effi- 
cient heating fuels you can use. A kerosene 
heater through a wick creates a vapor and 
then completely burns the vapor with 99% ef- 
ficiency. It's so clean that a gas stove may 


produce more pollution within a few minutes 
than a kerosene heater running for a full hour. 

But kerosene heaters can be harmful. A 
Consumer Report article pointed out that they 
could cause burns when accidentally touch- 
ed and they might tip over and start a fire.

First, there is no wick. An electronic com- ` 


puter-controlled fuel pump actually atomizes 
the kerosene into a micro-fine vapor. Then a 
computer-controlled ignition system ignites 
the vapor with almost 100% efficiency— 
achieved from its sophisticated electronics. 

Secondly, a fan optimizes the combustion 
process by forcing warm air through its cost- 
ly chromium steel heating element. The fan 
also circulates the air throughout a room 
keeping the floor to ceiling temperature varia- 
tion to a minimum. This, too, saves energy 
because warm air continuously circulates in- 
stead of rising, and you can heat a few rooms 
in the process. And finally, the unit is not so 
hot that you can't touch it. You can even sit 
on it with no fear of burning yourself. 


UL LISTED 

There is also a two stage, thermostat- 
controlled system. When turned on inside a 
cold room, the unit operates at 13,600 BTU's 
per hour until the room reaches the desired 
temperature. Once it is reached, the second 
stage takes over producing only 9,500 BTU's 
per hour to keep your room warm. It's like 
having two heaters in one. 

Had it been reviewed by Consumer 
Reports it might well have been rated number 
one. First, it'S UL listed. Second, it is design- 
ed to not tip. over. And finally, should an 
earthquake tip it over, the built-in computer 
and safety shut off will isolate the kerosene 
supply, extinguish the burning process and 
turn off the power to the computer. 

One fear about kerosene heating systems 
Is that they also deplete the amount of oxygen 
in a well-insulated room. Although this fear is 
overstated since most rooms ''breathe"' fresh 
oxygen constantly, the Koehring also has an 
oxygen sensor which will automatically shut 
off the unit if oxygen is indeed not being 
replaced in a room. This is a computerized 
fail-safe feature that should eliminate any 
concern for the unit's safe operation. 


NEVER REALIZED IT 

The Koehring also looks good in any room 
and you'd never realize it was a zone heater 
unless that fact was pointed out to you. The 
unit comes with a removeable tank. You can 
fill it from a master container or you can buy 
a spare tank and keep both filled. Kerosene 
is available most everywhere for between one 
and two dollars a gallon and with its 11/2 gallon 
capacity a tankful will last for approximately 
15 to 20 hours of average use. 

The unit weighs only 40 pounds, measures 
10x 20 x 24” and you can easily slide it from 
room to room as you move thoughout your 
home. A delay-start timer will turn it on in the 
morning or at any preset time to prewarm a 
room and also will automatically shut it off. 
And it's easy to operate manually. Just press 
a button to turn it on and press the same but- 
ton to turn it off. It's just that simple. 

Each degree you lower your home temper- 
ature you save 3% in energy costs. Lower 
your thermostat by 10° and you save 30% on 
energy, and you can easily do this with zone 
heating. Add a set-back thermostat (see page 
33) and you have a combination that lets you 
fight high energy costs while still maintaining 
a high comfort level. If your monthly fuel bill 
is $200, it is possible to save $60 per month 
or about $300 each 5 month season. And, in

spring and fall, instead of turning on the big 
furnace for those occasional cool evenings, 
you can use zone heating.

Water Bomb 


We take our tap water for granted. And for 
good reason. We know it’s safe; chemically 
treated and free from bacteria. And, if we live 
in the country and get water from a well, we're 
even more confident. But don’t be fooled. 

If our hunches are correct, even the purest 
water will not escape the contamination possi- 
ble during the next several years. First, here’s 
why your water is chlorinated. 


INCREASED POPULATION 

The earth provides a natural filtration 
system to purify water. But with today’s in- 
creased population and industry’s need to 
dispose of chemical waste, this natural filtra- 
tion system is inadequate. Combined with big 
city populations and water shortages, you 
have a condition which requires chemicals to 
make water safe for consumption. In fact, in 
the 19th century before water was treated 
routinely with chlorine, a disease called 
cholera was a serious danger in urban areas. 

Chlorine is a principle water purifier, but it 
does not produce pure water. Chlorine can 
combine with particles to form chloroform— 
a suspected cancer-causing agent. 

A research team from Columbia Univer- 
sity discovered that people who drank chlori- 
nated water ran a 44 percent higher risk of 
dying from gastrointestinal or urinary-track 
cancer than those who drank unchlorinated 
water. Further studies by other universities 
came to similar conclusions. 

There's another problem with chlorine. Dr. 
Joseph M. Price, a noted physician and 
author of the book Coronaries, Cholesterol & 
Chlorine, blames chlorine as being ‘‘the basic 
cause of arteriosclerosis (hardening of the 
arteries) and the resulting entities such as 
heart attacks and strokes..." 

Chlorine also affects the taste of our mixed 
beverages and drinks and when combined 
with the tannins in tea and coffee forms the 
oil-like sludge you see floating in your cup. 

Carefully monitored chlorinated water 
should be safe, but chlorination was only real- 
ly introduced within this last century. Its long 
range impact may not be fully known. 


ANOTHER SHOCK 

If you're like many Americans and have in- 
stalled a granulated activated carbon filter at 
the faucet or even a larger canister filter under 
the sink, get ready for another shock. You ac- 
tually might be causing yourself more harm 
than drinking plain tap water. 

When used properly tests have shown that 
these filters can dramatically reduce the 
number of contaminants in your water. But 
If the tap water is not used again within 24 
hours, bacteria can grow rapidly in the car- 
bon bed. The only way to eliminate this 
bacteria after it builds up is to replace the filter. 
The Canadian government was aware of this 
problem and almost banned carbon filters 
completely. Instead, however, they agreed to 


accept a warning label on all filter packages. 

Even if used regularly, carbon filters must 
also be replaced regularly. And, that can be 
costly. A typical faucet-mounted filter having 
less than one ounce of activated carbon 
needs to have its cartridge replaced once 
every eleven days. Within three years, based 
on an average suggested list price, these 
filters can cost almost $350. 

In short, the use of chlorine for purification 
and the taxation of the earth's natural filtra- 
tion system, still provides strong arguments 
for water filters. But most carbon filters have 
serious drawbacks.

Binocular Secrets 


Most people don’t know what makes a 
ood binocular. Here are the facts. 


Here's some advice. There's a secret to 
buying binoculars. And if you'll learn just three 
simple facts, you'll know more than 95% of 
the people who foolishly buy binoculars 
without really knowing what they're buying. 

Let’s start with an 8x25 pair of binoculars. 
First, what do these numbers mean? The 8, 
or the first number, is the power. This means 
that objects viewed through the binoculars 
appear eight times larger than viewed with 
your naked eye. 

The 25 in our example is the size in 
millimeters of the front lens which is the light 
gathering element. The higher the number, 
the larger the lens and the more light it will 
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gather. Now for the hard part 

Take the size of the front lens element, 25, 
and divide it by the magnification of the 
binocular, 8, and you end up with what is call- 
ed the "exit pupil" of the binocular, or 3.1 as 
in our 8x25 example. 

The exit pupil is simply a standard to 
measure the brightness of the image you see 
through the lens. An exit pupil of 2.1 or less 
should be used primarily during the day, 
whereas anything higher than 6 will give you 
excellent low light vision for nighttime use. 

Now, if you have the patience, you've got 
just a few more simple things to learn before 
you know all you need to know to become 


a real expert—more knowledge than 99% of 
those people who buy binoculars and think 
they know what they're doing. 

The first concerns magnification. The larger 
you magnify, the more difficult it is to hold the 
binoculars steady. There's a point at which 
too great a magnification becomes uncom- 
fortable unless you use a tripod. Normally any 
pair 10x or under is perfect for handholding. 
Don't buy anything stronger unless you have 
a tripod, special support or a steady hand. 

Magnification also limits your ''field of view" 
or how much area you can see. Binoculars 
that are too powerful have such a small field 
of view that often you can't find what you're 


looking for or can’t see the whole scene of 
the event you're viewing. 

The lens manufacturer of the binoculars 
you buy can also make a difference. There 
are many cheap binoculars with off-brand 
names that don’t have the resolution or defini- 
tion that a good pair from a quality lens 
manufacturer would have.

The danger is pollution—but not the or- 
dinary kind.

A good burglar uses a telephone. First 
he calls your home to see if you’re there.

A telephone answering unit or an 
unlisted number is no defense. If 
there's no answer, you're probably 
away.

Electronic fever thermometers are a recent 
trend.
